Alliim, Sulphur t Niter * Orpimeof, ufed agiidfl: Epilepfies 
bad Spleens 5 and the Wormes ; the other is Tce^cold, turbid 
and whitifh, .much ftrbnger in taft, and heavier than the for- 
jn&er, holding much Orgimeirf, Salt, Iron, Niter, andfome 
Sal* Ar.moniack„ Alkire and Vitriol; Of this all Birds, ob* 
ferved to drink of it, doedyej which T ha veal fo privately 
experimented by taking fome of it home, and giving it to 
Hens, after I had given them Qates, Early and Bread- crums: 
For , foon .after thqy had draiak of it 5 . they became giddy 
reeled, and tumbled upon their backs, with con valfion-fitts, 
and fa dyed wirji a great exfention of their leggs. Giving 
them common- fait immediatly after they had drunk , they 
dyed not fo fqoji ; giving them vineger,they dyed not at all, 
but fevcr^ or eight days after were troubled with, the Pipp* 
Thofe that dyed, beingopen'd, their Lungs \vere found quite 
fhrivelled together- Yet fomeaien^ that are troubled 
with Worms , taking, a litle quantity of it , and diluting it 
in common water > have been obferved by this means to kill 
the Worms in- their bellie*, fo that a great number of 
worms come "from them 5 whereupon though they are fiek f 
yet they dye not. As to,the third ftream, that lyes lower 
than the other two 5 about lo paces diftant from them, it h 
ofagreenifh colour,, very clear, andofafowre fwpet taft, 
pleafing enough. It hath about a middle weight berween 
rhc other two ; whence wee guefs, that it is mixed of them 
both , meeting there together : to confirm which., we have 
mixed equal quantities , of thofe two, with an addition of a 
litle common well-water, and have found that they, being 
ftirred together and permitted tofetle , made juft a water 
ef the fame colour andtaft of this third ftreatrih.

At F<*/e/ the Spring, running in the Gerbergtjfe (or Tax* 
fters-jirect ) from St. Leonard*/ Hill, is of a Blcwifh colour j 
and fomewhat troubled,holding Goppgr, Bitumen, and An- 
timony , about 3 parts of the firft: , one of the fecond, and 
two of the laft^ as has been examined by skilful Perfon^ 
Our Tanners do water their Skins in it 5 and being a well' 
tafted and wholfome Water, it is both much drunk* and u- 
fed to Bath in# It mingles with another Spring- water, cali'd 
the Birftc\, f and with it, between the Salt4mver and the 
RbittC'gdte runs into the Rhwe. 

[n the fame Town fwhich abounds with Spring-waters) 
there are two, among the reft, called Bundnlf^^wcll^ and 
Bmn lum 3tnnnm % that are more obfervable then the other $ 
the former of them having a Camphor j and drying Qaality, 
and ufedagainfi Hydropical Diftempers ^ the latter contain- 
ing fome Sulphur, Saltpeter and Gold, and being an excel* 
lent Water to drink, much ufed in the principal Tavern of 
the City, where the chief of the Town do reform and near 
which it runs, 

InAlfatU in the VaHey^ called Lcherth4 % near ^eesbacb 
(m ancient Mine^work) there runs out of a Owem a foul, 
fatttCh, oily Liquor, which, though the Gountry- men of 
that place employ to the vile ufe of greafing their Wheels: 
iafteadof ordinary Wheel -greafe 5 yet doth it afford antx- 
ccilent Balfbm 5 by taking a quantity of it, and putting it in 
an Earthen Pot well luted, that nofteam may exhale 5 and 
then with a gentle Fire ar fir ft, but a ftronger afterward^ 
boylingit for three hours together; m which fpace it will 
boyl in a fourth part, and an Earcbea Matter, like Pitch, will 
fettle it felf at the bottoni: but on the top thereof, whea 
cold, there will fwlm m fatt^ Subshnce, like Lyne-Oyl, 
limped and fomewhat yellowifh, which is to be decanted 
from the thick Sediment, and then gently diftilled in an A- 
lembick in Arms \ by which means, there will come over 
two differing Liquors, one Phlegmatick, the other Oily,

which latter fwimmiflg on the Phlegm, is to be fevered from 
it. The Phlegm is ufed as an excellent Refifter and Curer 
of all thePutrefa&ionsof the Lungs and Liver, and it heah 
all foul Wounds and Ulcers; The Oily part, beingdll uted 
with double its quantity of diftilled Vinegcr, and brought 
three times over the Helm, yields a rare Balfoin, againft ail 
inwtrd and outward Corruptions, ftinking Ulcers, heredi^ 
tary Scurfs and Scabs? Tis a!fo much ufcd againft Apople- 
xics 3 Pahies, Confumptions, Oiddineflc5 5 and Head-aches* 
Inwardly they take it with Succory- water againft all cor- 
ruptions of the Lungs, It is a kind of ?etrokum > and con- 
tains no other Mineral Juice, but that of Sulphur-* which fceiris 
to be thus diftilled by Nature under ground $ the diftillation 
of anOyl out of Sulphur by Art^ being not foeafie to per- 
form* 

Of the richeft SalfcSprings in Germany* 

An Account having been defired of thofc two chief .Salt- 
Springs in Germany, at Hall and Lunenburg , it was lately 
tranfmitted thus : 

The Salt* Springs at Hall 'in Saxony are four, called (jtttia* 
«rr, the Dutch- Springs the Mettritz> and the H*cktl-dorn% 
whereof the three firft hold near the fame proportion of Salt 5 
the Iaft holds lefs, but yields the pureft Salt. The three firft: 
hold about feven parts of Salt, three of Marcafit, and four- 
teen of Water: They are, befides their Oeconomicalufe,^ 
employed Medicinally to Bath in> and to draw a Spirit out of 
it, exhibited with good (uccefs againft Venom, and the pu- 
txcfa&ionof the Lungs, Liver,Reins, and the Spleen. 

The Salt Water at Luntnburgb^ being more greenifh then 
white, and not very tranfparent, is about the fame nature 
and hold with that of Hall It hath a mixture.pf Lead with 
ir 5 whence alfo it will not be fod in Leaden Pansjand if it held 
noLeadatall, it would not be fo good, that Mettal being 
judged to pmrr tfic the Water : whence alfo the Salt of Ln- 
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
